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REMARKS 



The last Catalogue of the Library was published in 1838. The collection 
has since been increased by a number of valuable donations and by many 
works, some purchased^in this country and some imported from Europe. 

The arrangement of this Supplement is the same as that in the last 
Catalogue, which has been found practically useful. 

At the end of the Supplement are given the titles of the -books pre- 
sented to the Society by the late Francis B. Winthrop, Esq., which 
formed a considerable part of the Library of his ancestor, John Winthrop, 
an early Governor of Connecticut. A list of these books was printed in 
a former Catalogue ; but as the titles required revision, it was omitted in 
that of 1838, owing to the fact that these rare and curious volumes re- 
mained packed up for safety during the period that elapsed between the 
removal of the Library from its former establishment in Nassau-street to 
its present edifice.

Thb Truatees of the New- York Society Library, at a legal meelin.^ of 
seven or more of ibe truateea, for the time being, of the Baid corporation, 
held on the twenty-sixth day of May, in the year of our Iiord one thou- 
Rand eight hundred and tbirty-eight, do ordain, that the foUowingshall be 
the laws, ordinances, regulations and statutes for the belter government 
of the officers, members and seiTants of the said corporation ; for reguia- 
ling ihe terms upon which the books of the said library shall be lent out, 
both to members and others ; for fixing and ascertaining the places of 
meeting of the said corporation, for the election of trustees, and the places 
of meeting of tlie trustees ; forregtilating the management and disposition 
of the books of the said libiA^, and the moneys, funds and effects be- 
longing to the said corporation ; for directing the manner of transferring 
rights in the library from one person to another ; and for regulating the 
election and choice of members of ihe said corporation ; and all other by- 
laws, ordinances, niles and regulations, heretofore made, be and the same 
are hereby repealed ; that \i to say :

1. A meeling of the trustees shall be statedly held at the library, on 
the first Wednesday after the fourth day of every month except August, 
and also, on the day next before tho last Tuesday of April, in each year, 
at half past five o'clock in th« afternoon * 

S. At the first staled meeting of the trustees ofier every annual elec- 
tion, the trustees shall appoint by ballot a treasurer, a secretary, and a 
library committee. 'The treasurer and the secretary shall be members 
of this corporation, and all the members of the library committee shall 
be trustees. These officers shall reapeclively hold their offices for one 
year, and until other persons shall be appointed in their p'aces. 

3. The following shall be the order of business at all slated meetings 
of the ini glees. 

1. A chairman shall be appointed to preside at such meeting. 

2. The minutes of the previous meetmg shall be read, and if neces-

CHAPTER IV. 

E ELECTION OF MBMRERS, AND THE TRAK^P ERRING O 



1. Any petBiin may, with the approbation of tlie trustees met at any 
legal meeting, or the major part of them so met, be admitted a member 
of ihis corporation ; and shall be entitled to one right in the library for . 
every sum of twenty-five dollars paid by bim, and ahal! also be entitled 

to receive for every aucb right, a certiiicate under the seal of the corpo- 
ration, signed by the secretary, and counteriiigned by the treasurer. 

2. Every person claiming a ligbt in the library by purchase or gift 
from any member, or from his or her executors or adminiatnitorB, before 
admission as a member of this corporation, shall prove his or her title to 
the satbfaction of the treasurer and secretary for the time being; and upon 
Buch proof being madei the treasurer shall enter his or her name in the 
register of the names of the members of this corporation he is required to 
keepas hereinbefore mentioned, and also note therein the fact of the trans- 
fer of thp right, opposite to the name of the person who held it imme- 
diately previous. And thereupon a, certilitate, as mentioned in the last 
section, may be granted to such new member ; which certificate, in the 
case of the transfer of a right, shall stale the admission to bo by virtue of 
such purchase or gift, as the case may be, from some other member. 

3. Before any transfer of a right shall be allowed, the treasurer 
ahall be satisfied, by the certificate of the librarian, that no fines or forfeit- 
ures have been incurred in respect to such right, since the date of his 
last annual report thereof, or if any shall have been since incurred, the 
librarian shall certify the amount. And such lines and forfeitures, and * 
all other sums due upon such right, shall be paid, before any entry of the 
transfer shall be made by the treasurer in the register. 

4. Pursuant to the authority vested in the trustees, by the acts of the 
Legislature respectively passed on the Sth of March, IS02, and 5th of 
March, 1819, the eum of tijur dollars shall be annually paid to the treas- 
urer for each and every right now held in the library, instead of the sum 
of ten shillings mentioned in the charter. 

5. No right in the library shall be absolutely forfeited for the non- 
payment of the yearly dues thereon, unless such forfeiture shall 
be declared by tlie trustees, or a major pari of them, in legal meet- 
ing convened, and entered upon the minutes of such meeting: — 
and befDta aoy such declaration shall be made, the treasurer shall give 
notice to the member entitled to such right, or to his or her legal repre-'* 
sentatives, or one of them, wherever they CEn*be%cft-laiT>«^ that it will 
become forfeited, unless the sums due thereon shall be paid within thirty 
day.1 after the service of such notice ; and the treasurer shiill also previ- 
ously report lo the trustees the giving of such notice, and the time and 
manner thereof, and the expiration of the said thirty days. 



CHAPTER V.
